New York', June 27.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
The monetary outlook is not yet 
clear to some. The strength shown in 
recent conventions by advocates of sil 
ver coinage, and expectation that all 
the elements favoring that policy may 
yet be concentrated, incline them to a 
waiting attitude. 
Their uncertainty 
retards improvement, notwithstanding 
the more widely prevalent feeling that 
the monetary action of the St. Louis 
convention will be sustained by the 
people. But many mills have waitec 
as long as they can with safety, and 
signatures have been given by enough 
cotton mills of Fall River to insure a 
temporary stoppage, it is stated, the 
nature of which is now under discus­ 
sion in conference with the Providence 
manufacturers. 
Meanwhile the Pa­ 
cific of Lawrence and the Naumkeag of 
Salem have closed for a time, and prac­ 
tically all the southern cotton mills 
will 
be represented at a meeting on 
Monday with the same object. Wool­ 
en mills are acting without concert, 
but fourteen 
are 
mentioned in dis­ 
patches as having closed this week. 
There is no similar movement in other 
industries, though the period of sum­ 
mer is at hand hi many of them, and 
im portant controversies as to wages of 
iron puddlers and other hands make 
ft likely that the annual stoppage in 
that industry may last longer than 
usual. 
The weakness of wheat, which has 
declined 2.10 cents, 
and 
of cotton, 
which is an eighth lower for spots, 
though less for futures, have full expla­ 
nation in decidedly good crop pros­ 
pects. 
Returns of harvesting thus far 
support the best estimates as to wheat, 
and the condition of cotton has been 
decidedly improved by 
rains. 
The 
closing of many mills also threatens to 
cut off the demand between this date 
and September by 30,000 to 40,000 bales, 
but in any event the stocks on hand 
are ample. 
Wheat receipts at western 
ports have 
been 
2,696,692 
bushels, 
against only 787,291 last year, and for 
the three weeks past, 9,551,278 bushels, 
against 3,954,005 last year, and while 
Atlantic exports 
have 
sharply 
in­ 
creased, amounting to 7,867,527 bushels, 
flour included, against 
4,913,437 for 
three weeks of June last year, there is 
no reason for doubt regarding the suffi­ 
ciency of supplies. 
The hay crop has 
also been exceedingly good at the west. 
It is not wholy a welcome, but a neces­ 
sary conclusion that prices 
for 
the 
great staples are not 
likely 
to 
be 
higher. 
The great combinations, which, the 
Iron Age wisely reasons, tend to cause 
disastrously low prices hereafter, still 
control the markets both for material 
and finished products of iron and steel, 
though it is reported that lower prices 
will soon be made for coke, owing to 
better utilization of by products, and 
for nails, owing to the heavy decrease 
in consumption. The textile manufac­ 
turers, as has been said, are generally 
devising curtailment 
of 
production, 
and the only change in prices is down­ 
ward. 
Sales of wool have been 12,- 
855,000 pounds for 
four 
weeks, 
of 
which 7,506,100 pounds were domestic, 
against 33,383,965 pounds last year, of 
which 16,132,465 pounds were domestic. 
Failures for the week have been 217 
In the United States, against 256 last 
year, 
and 
twenty-four 
in Canada, 
against twenty-two last year. 


Three Parties to Agree Upon a Single 
Currency Plank* 
St. Louis, Mo., June 27.—Chairman 
Taubeneck of the Executive Committee 
of the People’s party, J. J. Mott of 
North Carolina, chairman of the Na­ 
tional Committee of the silver party, 
together with a number of Populist re­ 
presentatives from Missouri, Illinois 
and Kansas, held a conference here 
Friday. 
The principal object of the 
conference was to map out, if possible, 
a plan of procedure at Chicago calcu­ 
lated to induce the silver delegates to 
the national Democratic convention to 
make such concessions to the Populists 
and independent silver voters of the 
country in the matter of selecting a 
candidate for the presidency as would 
render certain the united support of 
these elements for the ticket. 
Mr. Taubeneck suggested a plan to 
which the other conferees subscribed. It 
provides for the appointing by the na­ 
tional committee of the three parties, 
Democratic, Populist and Teller Repub­ 
licans, of a committee of three from 
each organization. 
These shall meet 
in Chicago between the let and 7th of 
July and agree upon a single currency 
plank platform. They shall also agree 
upon a set of presidential electors ap­ 
portioned to the several states, chosen 
with reference to the 
proportion 
of 
votes cast by the Democratic, Populist 
and Republican parties in the election 
of 1894. The electors thus chosen shall 
vote in the electoral college for candi­ 
dates for the presidency and vice-presi- 
dency who are pledged to the cause of 
silver restoration. 
A resolution em­ 
bodying this plan was indorsed and its 
adoption will be urged upon the Chi­ 
cago convention.

Republic of Venezuela Disavows the 
Acc Which Threatened to Make 
Trouble With Great Brician—Story 
From New York Discredited By 
Those Who Should Know. 


Wasington, 
June 
27.—The 
latest 
complication in the Venezuelan ques­ 
tion has been promptly settled through 
the friendly intervention of the United 
States. 
Mr. Andrade, the Venezuelan 
minister, called at the state 
depart­ 
ment Friday and handed to Mr. Olney 
a copy of a telegram he had just re­ 
ceived from Mr. Rojas, the Venezuelan 
minister of foreign affairs, stating that 
Mr. Harrison, the crown surveyor of 
British Guiana, who with his party 
had been placed under arrest by Vene­ 
zuelan officials, had been promptly re­ 
eased. The telegram to Minister An­ 
drade follows: “It was yesterday when 
the national commission 
of 
Cuyuni 
telegraphed the occurrence. 
Harrison 
and nineteen more crossed on the left 
dank of the Cuyuni to open 
a road. 
The sub-commissary of Acarabesi pro­ 
tested in writing. 
Harrison insisted, 
and the sub-commissary took him to 
the post of El Dorado. As soon as the 
government was informed thereof it 
ordered the release of Harrison and 
asked details.’’

Angeles, Cal., June 27.—The 
boldest attem pt at bank robbery ever 
made on the Pacific has just come to 
light. 
The object of the attack was 
the heavy steel vault of the First Na 
tional bank, one of the largest Anan 
cial institutions of its kind in south 
era California, and to reach it the rob­ 
bers dug a tunnel 102 feet in length 
extending from the 
street adjoining 
the First National bank and running 
under the cellars of three other banks. 
The tunnel had progressed to a point 
immediately under the vault when the 
police authorities were apprised of its 
existence. When the scheme was dis­ 
covered the burglars 
had begun to 
remove the brick masonry supporting 
the steel vault. The work is believed 
to have been done by a gang of at least 
five or six persons, but only one sus­ 
pect—James K. Stephens—has thus far 
been arrested.

German-American League of New York 
Writes to Democratic Delegates. 
New York, June 27.—The German- 
American Sound-Money league has 
sent a letter to every delegate of the 
democratic national convention, urg­ 
ing the importance of the adoption of 
a gold platform by the party.

Arn Good. 
Milwaukee, June 27.—Attorneys have 
made a discovery which will at least 
tend to reassure the holders of Wis­ 
consin village bonds, although it may 
not obviate the necessity of holding 
a special meeting of the legislature. 
The New Jersey supreme court, in a 
case which fits the Wisconsin situa­ 
tion exactly, holds that 
officers 
de 
facto, elected in good faith by the peo­ 
ple, have the power to perform the 
same acts as though elected by a leg­ 
ally incorporated 
municipality.
